This information disclosure statement is being filed within three months of the 
filing date of the application or date of entry into the national stage of an international 
application or before the mailing date of a first Office action on the merits, whichever 
event occurs last.

Over a year before the filing of the subject application, the assignee of the 
subject application disclosed to a licensee pursuant to a confidentiality agreement the 
method of adjusting the temperature of the catalyst by direct heat transfer with a gas 
under conditions in which a ratio of the mass flow rate of the gas multiplied by the 
heat capacity of the gas to a mass flow rate of catalyst multiplied by the heat capacity 
of the catalyst over an applicable temperature range is at least 1 . The assignee of the 
subject application had already executed a license for a reactor system with the 
licensee. The assignee of the subject application was merely trying to advise the 
licensee as to how to make the reactor system operate effectively. The licensee paid 
no fee to the assignee of the subject application for providing this information in 
addition to the previous license fee nor did the assignee ask for any more fees. 
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Applicants do not believe that this constitutes an offer for a license under the 
subject invention, let alone an offer for sale of the subject invention. Applicants are 
merely making fall disclosure of all information which could be material to the 
prosecution of the subject application.
